]!H Borbkd.— Recently a case was tried 
in England before Baron Pollock, in 
■wbioh was developod one of the modes 
in which bonovolent institutions, to all 
appearances of tho most prosperous 
class, may bo defrauded, the Members 
all the time hrmiig the idea that every- 
thing wa» going on most smoothly. 
The Blackburn Philanthropic Burial 
Society has been in existence about 
thirty-six years, has a capital of £21,- 
000, and a constituency of 140,000. In 
May, 18(37, an individual of the name 
ot Crossley, then a poor man, was ap- 
- pointed Secretary, ' receiving £140 a 
year. Nearly all the members live 
within eight miles ef Blackburn, are 
known to each other, and are extreme- 
ly jealous of the general building so- 
cieties which they style "foreif nor»." 
To keep the members out of the hands 
of these general societies, l ,he Black- 
burn Philanthropic Mutual Assurance 
Society was formed, offering very 
tempting proposals. Subsequent to 
hi* appointment. Mr. Crossley ap- 
peared before the Royal Commissioner 
on Friendly Societies, and showed 
that the management was perfect,from 
an econom'c point of view. Thi« gen- 
tleman reported that this society af- 
forded a convincing proof of the capa- 
city of tho local burial society to ful- 
fil its object on the largest scale at a 
■very moderato cost. Since that re- 
portMr.Crossley died, and onhis affairs 
being looked into, it wa3 found that he 
-was a defaulter to tho oxtent of 
some £8,000, while doeds to tho value 
of £4,710 had been abstracted from 
tho sociotv's strong box. During the 
short period in which he had held of- 
fice, Mr. Crossley had risen to the posi- 
tion of a member of the Town Council 
.and -SoJiqoI Board, while his son, who 
had before conducted an unprofitable 
beerhouse, bee. me owner of largo 
ironworks undor the style of James 
Crossley and Co. To such a pitoh had 
Mr. Crossley senior raised himself, 
that when be died ho was honored 
with a public funeral. To all ap- 
pear ftp ecu it was a most difficult thing 
for any one to tamper with the mort- 
gage deeds or money. They wejre 
placed in a fireproof safe with thrne 
inner compartments, each opened by a 
private key kept by a different trustee, 
the secretary being custodiun of _ the 
key of the outor door. But these 
deeds were taken away. Action was 
taken against the son whom it was 
natural to. suppose, owing to the sud- 
den riao ho bad made in life, had been 
ftu accomplice in tho misdeeds of his 
/sthor/aud it was proved before tho 
Assize Court, that both father and son 
had raised money upon tha security of 
these mortgage deeds. Tho prisoner 
on being called up for seutence, stated 
that his father had told him that ho 
had a perfect right to make use of the 
deeds. How many individuals in con- 
fidential positions may thero not be 
who have the same view as to these 
matters.

A Privity Scientific Thick.— Tho 
following of endorsed by professor 
Young, of Dartmouth College; it will 
afford, perhaps, an occasional hour of 
amusement "round the evening lamp," 
and stimulate scientific research for 
the young" silks: Wet a thick piece of 
wrapping paper or a half sheet of 
heavy foolscap paper; dry it thorough- 
ly over the register or on top of the 
stove; while warm lay it down upon a 
varnished table, or a dry woolen cloth, 
and rub it briskly with a piece of In- 
dian rubber. It' will become strongly 
electrified, and if tossed against the 
wall of tho room or the looking-glass, 
will adhere for a long time. Tear 
some tissue paper into bits one eighth 
of an inch square, and a piece of paper 
electrified in tho way described will 
Attract them in a verv amusing man- 
ner. Set a japanned tea tray (the var- 
nish must be in good order, not worn 
off much or cracked), upon thiee dry 
objects; lay into the tray electrified 
paper, and on touching the tray again 
you will get another spark, hut of the 
opposite kind of electricity; replace 
the paper and you got another, and so 
on indefinitely. The tray and papor 
form, in fact, a very neat and effective 
olectrophorus with which can be per- 
formed many of the experiments des- 
cribed in the text books.

They were told that the people 
were red-hot with indignation towards 

* them and the villanous Act; that one- 
half the electors would bo disfranchis- 
ed, and that the other half intended to 
vote against the Government candi- 
dates. This ought not to have been 
news to th'e Government. They wore 
told in the House what the effect 
would be if the Bill were passed. Yet 
they took no hoed to the warning of the

Robinsons, and the "Bob" Smiths to 
encourage and support them in their 
. wicked course ? Did not the Treasnry 
Benches ring with cheers when one of 
the members (himself a Canadian) for 
New "Westminster District said that he 
would vote for the Bill because he 
wanted to prevent too many of "those 
people" (meaning Canadian immi- 
grants) becoming voters in this Pro- 
vince? Wore not Semlin, Smith and 
Robinson among the foremost advo- 
cates of the measure ? and did they 
not resist with voice and vote any re- 
laxation of its most obnoxious fea- 
turoH ? In the face of their decided 
course in the House, will it bo believ- 
ed that the very fust men to cry 
"hold!" we've had enough of the Bill, 
were its most strenuous supportors in 
the House — who have sent numerous 
telegrams from the Upper Country to 
Victoria urging their Ministerial 
friends to oiompt their District; and 
now that their appeals have been lis-

He 
is the gentleman through whose hands 
all the Provincial revenue is supposed 
to pass. Ho keeps all the cash, draws 
all the checks, pays all the bills — the 
Lillooet contested election bill among 
the rest Weil, tins gentleman has 
just returned from a visit tu his con- 
stituents. He passed a fortnight 
among them and heard their opinion 
as to this measure; ho was made aware 
of instances where lives had been all- 
but lost by electors who were endeav- 
oring to meet thu requirements of tue 
law; ho knows that a deep and wide- 
spread feeling of discontent— intensi- 
fied by the fact tutu New Westminster 
alone of all the Mainland has boon 
singled out to bear the yoke — exists 
throughout the district. In answer 
to the complaints that reached him 
the member is reported to have pro- 
mised that a proclamation exempting 
the district should bo issuod upon his 
return to tho capital.

Gowen, that tho Surveyor be instructed 
to draw up specifications and advertise 
for tenders for grading Herald street 
from Store to Government, Store street 
from tho junction of Store and Discovery 
to the wator, and Discovery street from 
Store to Douglas. 

Gerow said he should liko to 
seo Herald street gravelod up to Doug- 
las street. Carried with Coun. Gerow's 
amendment. 

Coun. Williams asked if the Surveyor 
had any report to make respecting the 
laying of the water pipes ? 

The Surveyor said that as far as laid it 
was a good job. In aomo cases 17 lb and 
in others 20 lbs. of lead was put into a 
joint, in no case, so far as he know, was 
more than one inch of gasket put in. 

Coun. Williams thought that as it 
would croiibtloBs only tako an afternoon's 
work to lead pipes which it would tako 
two or three days to lay, it might bo pos- 
sible to arrange so that the Surveyor 
could bo there when tho leading wits to 
be done and yet waste no time in wait- 
ing. 

After a few more questions from Coun. 
Trounce eliciting the fact that a fresh 
ladle full of hot lead was used for eaoh 
joint, the subject dropped. 

The Mayor hero introduced the ques- 
tion of the propriety of the Counoil tak- 
ing oharge of the old Cemetery. 

Couu. Trounce had understood whon 
tho subject came up before that it was 
desirable to have some information from 
Dr. Ash on the question, and it was post- 
poned until the Provincial Secretary re- 
turned from Comox. Before entering on 
the matter now he would liko to know if 
he had returned ? 

Tho Mayor giving no direct answer, 
Coun.

Death op Judqb A. T. BcsntiT.— Nows 
was received in town yesterday of tho 
death at Now Westminster, after a brief 
illness, of A. T. Bushby, Esq., County 
Judge of that district, and for many 
years a valuablo and much rospectod re- 
sident of tho Province. Mr. Bushby came 
to the Province in 185'J, and has over 
since continued to fill important positions 
of trust under the different Governments 
with zeal and ability. For sovoral years 
prior to Confederation Mr. Bushby was 
Postmaster-General, Stipendiary Magis- 
trate and an Executive Councillor under 
tho Seymour Administration. After Con- 
federation he bocame a Judgo of tho 
County Court. Mr. Bushby married, in 
18fi(), a daughter of Sir James Douglas, 
and leaves a sorrowing widow and several 
children of tender age to mourn their 
sudden bereavement. Now Westminster 
will greatly miss Mr. Bushby, ho having 
over been foremost in overy good move- 
ment of a public oharacter that transpir- 
ed in that city. 

Vacancy. — The untimoly death of Mr. 
BuBhby makes a vacancy on tho County 
Court Bench of the Province; but it is 
not probable that that vacancy will be 
tilled, as tho impression is entertained at 
Ottawa that the number of County Court 
Judges is in exoe.%8 of tho requirements 
of the population. There is force in this, 
as tho present staff was created at a time 
when the population was much larger 
than now. It is quito possible that tho 
duties of tho deceased gentleman will bo 
added to those of one of tho occupants 
of tho Bench in another district. 

Btjmor ia busy with tho candidates for 
this district, its many as six have been 
named as likely to come forward to oon- 
test it. Amongst others, two of the cele- 
brated Walkem Ministers calculating 
upon the votes of tho Cassiar miners. 
Fortunately for us many of tho minors 
aro from this district aud will do' their 
best to thwart this pretty little piece of 
iriokery. Tho farmers of the district

Eastern States. 

New Yokk, May 18. — An officer of

It is statod 
that frauds in tho importations of 
crapo nnd mourning goods have boeu 
discoterod, extending through 
tho past, two years in the appraisers 
department of the Custom Houso of 
this city.

New York, May IS— An Havana lettor 
states that highway robbery and mur- 
ders have beon so frequent lately in tho 
streets of Havana that tho Captain Gen- 
eral, who was himself robbed in tho 
streets of a watch and jowelery worth 
$300", has ordsred all culprits hereafter 
to bo tried by the'military authorities. 

Bio dh Janeiro, May IS — Viaeount, 
Munn & Co., bankers, havo suspended, 
They promise to pay in full if given 
time.

Lontjon, May 18. — The rate of dis- 
count in open market for throe months 
bills is 3^ per cent., or L if below the 
bunk rate. Bullion gone into the 
bank of England on balance to-day, 
£282,000. 

London, May 18. — The Unitod King- 
dom association for the suppression of 
the liquor traffic, gave a breakfast to- 
day at Manchester, to NealDow, who 
is about to sail to the United States. 
Sir Wiliord Lawson, member of Par- 
liament, the President of the Associa- 
tion, presented Neal Dow with a fare- 
well address. 

London, May 18.— The "Mark Lane 
Express" tn its review of the Bread- 
stuffs market saya, there has been a 
marked improvement in the tempera- 
ture the past week, reaching tho high- 
est point attained i n the summer and 
all over the face of tho country. This 
coming on a dull market made the 
business still more difficult. Had high 
prices been paid a smart decline would 
have followed; but at the present rate 
there is no room for abatement. All 
over Europe a beneficial change has 
been felt; but tho markets arolittlo al- 
tered in prices, perhaps a shilling 
lower. 

Barcelona, May 18.— Tho Govern- 
ment forces gained an important vic- 
tory at Mount Ererat, and captured 
formidable positions of the Carlists on 
that mountain, with tho loss of only 
SI! killed and wounded. 

Lokdox, May 18. — Senor Sagasta 
announces his retirement from poli- 
ties, until ho is able to submit tho acts 
of his party to public opinion. 

The "Pall Mall Gazette" finds the 
origin of tho recent war rumors in tho 
following circumstance: Tho Versail- 
les Assembly, just beforo [adjourning 
for its last recess, passed a bill which 
has been for some time under discus- 
sion concerning cadets of the French 
army. Later- Priuco Bismarck ad- 
dressed a circular dispatch to tho dip- 
lomatic representatives of Germany, 
abroad complaining of tho adoption 
of this measure, which is described as 
calculated to endanger tho peace of 
Europe. The contents of the dis- 
patch wore according to tho instruc- 
tions formally communicated by tho 
German Representatives to tho Gov- 
ernments to which they are respec- 
tively accredited. Tho existence of 
this dispatch was divulged" and gave 
rise to the reports which have lately 
caused so much alarm throughout 
Europe. 

Paris, May 18. — In tho Assembly 
to-day, Dufaure submitted a bill regu- 
lating the relations between public 
bodies. Jt provides that the tho Sen-, 
site and Chamber of Deputies shall most 
annually in January and sit at least 
live months in the year. Tho President 
of the Republic may communicate with 
the Chambers by message. Tho Cham- 
bers aro obliged to reconsider any deci- 
sion if the President makes a request to 
Unit effect. The President and Ministers 
can bo impeached onlv by tho Oho nber 
of Deputies and must be tried by the 
Senat9. M. Delffure, also, introduced a 
Bill relative to the organization of the 
Senate. It provides that olactions for 
Senators shall be ordered, by decree, 
which must be issued six months bofore 
tho day appointed for tho holding there- 
of. A motiou was made by the Minister 
that the bills bo referred to a committee 
of :30. M. Dufaure's motion was defeat- 
ed, whereupon M. Batio announced that 
the committee of 30 resigned their func 
tions. M. Laboulaye, member of the 
committee of 30, objected, that M. Batio 
had no right to tender tho resignation of 
the entire committee. Duo d' AudifFret 
Pasquier, President of tho Assembly, de- 
clared that the resignation of the com- 
mitteo was unprecedented, Tho com- 
mittee should first moot and oonsidor the 
subject. The rost of tho members pro- 
posing to resign should notify tho Pre- 
sident of the Assembly of the ir intention. 
M. Dufaure informed tho House that 
the defeat of his motiou would not be 
considered a Cabinet question. 

BmtLiN, May IS — Tho Roman Catholic 
Bishops of Russia, who addressed a peti- 
tion to tho Emperor and reeoived a reply 
last month from tho Minister of State, 
havo made a rejoinder that to reject tho 
decision of the Vatican Council would bo 
equivalent to tho abandonment of Catho- 
licism, and that they are convinced that 
tho Holy Hoo would never bo unwilling 
to act in conformity with all proper de- 
cisions of tho atato Government.

Suppression of Gaming 
Mouses 

The Act for suppressing gaming' 
houses introduced into tho Canadian 
Parliament by Mr Moss was one of 
the measures assented to by tho Gov- 
ernor-General at tho close of the late 
session. By this Act it is provided 
that whene\er the Chief Constuble or 
any officer authorized to act in his be- 
half reports in writing to tho Police 
Commissioners, Mayor, or Magistrate 
of any city or town thero are good 
grounds for believing that any house 
or roon is used as a common gaming- 
house, it shall bo lawful for either of 
the officials beforo mentioned to em- 
power the constable, by order in writ- 
ing, to enter and if necessary to force 
an entry into such house, to take into 
custody all persons found therein, and 
to seize all gaming instruments, money, 
or securities for money, that may be 
discovered in the soarch. 

Tho discovery of dice, balls, coun- 
ters, tables, or other gaming applian- 
ces in any house entered apon a war- 
rant issued for tho purpose or on the 
persons of any of thoso who may be 
found therein is to bo evidence that tho 
house entered is a common gaming- 
house, until the contrary bo made to 
appear, and the magistrate may order 
any such instruments to bo destroyed. 
Any attempt to prevent, hinder, or in 
any way impede tho ontry of an offi- 
cer authorized as aforesaid will sub- 
ject the offender to a fine of not more 
than one hundred dollars and costs, 
upon summary conviction, or if tho 
fine be not paid, then to imprisonment 
with or without hard labour for a po- 
riod not exceeding six months. 

By tho fifth Section of tho Act it is 
further provided: — 

"When any oonstablo or oflicar, au- 
thorized ns aforesaid to enter any house, 
room, or place, is willfully prevented 
from, or obstructed, or delayed in enter- 
ing tho same or any part the'reof.or whore 
any external or internal door or means 
of access to any such house, room, or 
place so authorized to be entered is found 
to bo fitted or provided with any bolt, 
bar, chain, or any means or contrivance 
for tho purpose of preventing, delaying, 
or obstructing the entry into tho samo or 
any part thereof of any constable or offi- 
cer authorized as aforesaid, or for giving 
an alarm in caso of such entry, or if any 
such house, room, or place is found fit- 
ted or provided with any means or con- 
trivance for unlawful gaming, or with 
any means or contrivance for concealing, 
removing, or destroying any instruments 
of gaming, it shall be evidence until tho 
contrary be made to appear that such 
houso, room, or place is used as a com- 
mon gaming-house within the meaning 
of this Act aud of any former Acts relat- 
ing to gaming, and that tho persona found 
therein was unlawfully playing therein." 

Tho Act goes on to provide that a 
magistrate may require any person 
found in a gaming-house, under tho cir- 
cumstances above mentioned, to give 
evidenoe touching any unlawful act or 
proceedings of which ho may have beon 
cognizant. No person so examined shall 
be entitled to refuse to give evidence on 
tho ground that he might criminate him- 
self. If he refuses he may bo dealt with 
aa any witness attending a court of law 
on subpoena who refuses to answer the 
questions put to him. If he makes a full 
disclosure to the satisfaction of the Ma- 
gistrate, he will be entitled to a certifi- 
cate indemnifying him against penalties. 
The law, it will be seen, is a very strin- 
gent one, and tho penalties are severe, 
whilst the means to bo employed in bring- 
ing homo the offence to the principals are 
of an exceptional character. But the na- 
ture of tho oil'onco and tho difficulties 
whioh have always hitherto been found 
to stand in the way of conviction have 
rendered it necessary to place the officers 
of the law in such instances in possession 
of extraordinary powers.
